MEETINGS HELD 


Scientific and technical translation 


A report of the Aslib Conference on Scientific and 
Technical Translation, held in London on March 5, 1958, 
is published in the Monthly Bulletin on Scientific Docu- 
mentation and Terminology (Unesco) of April 15, 1958. 
The Conference was attended by over 250 persons in- 
cluding several from France, Germany, the Netherlands 
and international organisations. A more detailed report 
will appear in Aslib Proceedings May/June 1958 (Aslib, 
4 Palace Gate, London W. 8). 

Discussions included the organisation and availability 
of technical translations, costs of various methods for 
carrying out such work, and training and education. 

The next day, at a special meeting, recommendations 
were drafted by members of the International Advisory 
Committee for Documentation and Terminology in Pure 
and Applied Science to set up a Linguistic working 
group within the Committee. 


Documentation seminar in Canada 


The first documentation seminar to be held in Canada 
took place at Montreal from 19 to 21 January 1958, 
sponsored by the Canadian Library Association and the 
McGill University Library School. The Director of the 
seminar was Dr. Ralph R. Shaw, professor in the Gra- 
duate School of Library Service of Rutgers University, 
USA. 

The first three sessions were concerned with docu- 
mentation in general, an evaluation of the traditional 
and the new techniques and scientific management of 
libraries and documentation centres. The fourth session 
was devoted to a discussion on Canadian implications in 
documentation.

Science abstracting and indexing in USA 


At a conference sponsored by Biological Abstracts 
and supported by the National Science Foundation, re- 
presentatives of American abstracting and indexing 
services and of scientific organizations set up a National 
Federation of Science Abstracting and Indexing Ser- 
vices so that these agencies can provide the best pessible 
scientific information services to all scientists and tech- 
nologists throughout the English-speaking world. 

The Federation will endeavour to improve the docu- 
mentation of scientific and technical literature by en- 
couraging increased coverage in certain neglected fields, 
by establishing standards in form, classification and 
abbreviations, and by exploring methods of utilizing 
such devices as high-speed computers. 

Until the Federation is formally organized, G. Miles 
Conrad of Biological Abstracts, will act as chairman of 
the interim executive-committee. 


Bibliography of Medical Reviews ' 


The Department of Health, Education and Welfare in 
Washington announces the publication in June of th 
third annual volume of the ,,Bibliography of Medical 
Reviews”. 

Review articles listed in volume 1 and 2 were gathere¢ 
as a by-product of the ,,Current List of Medical Lite 
rature”. With Volume 3, however, the collection of 
view articles was extended to all of the current journa 
received by the National Library of Medicine; the resul 
has been the inclusion of some 600 non-Current List 
articles along with the 2300 review articles also listed in 
the Current List. 

The third (1958) volume covering 1957 articles is ar- 
ranged by subject with a separate author index. Copies 
will be available from the Superintendent of Documents, 
US Government Printing Office, Washington 25, DC, 
at a price estimated at $ 1.25.
